Diversity 
visas now 
at center 
of debate 


Suspect in NYC attack 
allegedly used program

Until this week, most Americans 
had never heard of the Diversity Immi- 
grant Visa Program. 

But it has become a point of sharp 
debate after a 29-year-old immigrant 
from Uzbekistan, Sayfullo Saipov, re- 
portedly entered the U.S. in 2010 
through the program and is now ac- 
cused of driving a box truck down a 
crowded New York City bikeway, mow- 
ing down people in his path. 

Eight people were killed and 12 in- 
jured in what authorities described as 
the deadliest terrorist attack in the city 
since Sept. 11, 2001. 

The day after the attack, President 
Donald Trump called for the program 
to be terminated and blamed Sen. 
Chuck Schumer, a New York Demo- 
crat, for its existence. 

“The terrorist came into our country 
through what is called the ‘Diversity

Army sergeant 
who deserted 
avoids prison 


He was held captive for five years by 
the Taliban, but Army Sgt. Bowe Berg- 
dahl won't serve prison time in the U.S.
